Encouragingr Signs For the Govern- 
ment— Liberals Deserting 
Their Party. 



(From Our Own Correspondent) 
Ottawa, June 13.— Sir Oliver Mowat's 
remarks at Berlin that parliament was 

bound to remedy the wrong done to the 
Manitoba Ciitholics by the school legis- 
lation of ISUO, coupled with Mr. Cireen- 
way's declaration that be will never 
make any settlement of the iim stion in- 
volving the restoration of separate 
schools, has put the party in a peculiar 
jiosition. The (irit leader has been 
preacliing conciliation, but Mr. (ireen- 
way will not recede from his position, 
while the Gatholics will never be satis- 
fied until their rights are restored, 
hence the unpleasant truth is revealed 
to the party heelers who shout " no 
coercion " that Mr. Laurier, as he him- 
self has stated, would have to jiaes 
remedial bill if returned to power. 

The past week has been one of great 
encouragement to the government. It 
has seen the proinjit repudiation by 
many niannfacturers of the Globe's 
statenieiit that they are sup|)orting Mr 
Laurier, it has seen more accessions to 
tiie ('onHervati ve ranks of quondam 
Liberals wdio now recognize that the 
ministerial policy of " Canada for the 
C'anadians ' is a jiatriotic policy, and it 
lias witnessed a triuniiihal tour of the 
Premier throughout Ontario, the like of 
which lias not been known in this coun- 
try for years. 

Among the notable conversions of the 
past week, in addition to that of Mr. 
McLaren previously spoken of, is that of 
Mr. George McLeod, formerly leaderof the 
Grit party in St. John and Sir Leonard 
Tilley's opi^oiient in the election of 3iS82. 
Mr. .McLeod the other night, sjieaking 
of the National Policy, said he was at 
first opposed to protection as he 
could not believe that it would 
be BO successful in establishing in- 
dustries as it turned out to be. 
He had left his parly on account of its 
disloyal adoption of unrestricted reci- 
procity, as bis leader, Mr. Blake, had 
done. He was now ready to acknow- 
ledge that the National jiolicy was the 
means of establi.shing many industries 
and enlarging others.

latiire passed the StateSchnoIs Act. In pa.ssing 
that act 1 consider that they did not give the 
minority that coiKsideralion that the ^IarltinlC 
and Eastern provinces had done. That was the 
ri^'lu time tbe question should have been 
settled. After six years litigation we find that 
it has become a national question. Remedial 
leK'isbilioii as brought in by the i,'nveninient 
has not been endorsed by the country. The 
Liberal parly have been divided on the ques- 
tion lis well ns the (Conservatives, and the eon- 
clnsion that tlie wisest men in tlie counlry 
have come to is that the Manitoba Let;isliiliir'e 
will have lo settle the inntter in an liiiiiorable 
manner to all coiiecrucd. I I'oiild not snpuort 
Komedial Legislation as luoUKlit in by the 
l^overnmcnt, but would sn]i(ifirt any iiiet'sure 
lo give jus' ice to all eouecriied, so ban; as the 
jiiiblie school system is kept intact. linn. .^Ir. 
I.aiirier, wliilc in li.i:., said on two occasiuus 
while here that we bad llie hrst selmiil sijsinn in 
the (;otintry, aud eniiiiueniled our jirovmee 
highly on its advani'ed school system. Havini^ 
such testimony (and 1 believe he laeaiit all he 
said) I liave no hcslliition in sayliu; we liavc 
about as perfect a school system as there is in 
any country. ' , 

In coming to provincial matters I believe we 
are ou the threshold of a prosperous future. 
Our mineral re.souiccs, from our borders to the 
Arctic Ocean. Indicate that we have untold 
wealth within our reach. Being nllve to those 
facts, it IS our dutv to advertise our re«oiirees; 
lo eiiemiraire ICniilish capital to come and dc- 
vcloii our mines of prci'iull.s metals. The federal 
ami ]iniviu(aal i;overiiiiiciits must do their 
icirts also, and 11 will be the duty of tlic mem- 
liers elected to Ottawa to see that justice is done. 

I am In favor of the siihsidizing of the C.W.R. 
lo a reasonable extent, and endorse the action 
of the B.C, government on this question. 

The cxte.ision ol the E. & N. K. should be 
carried out at once, aud the ucces .iu v mipro- 
prlation should have been ','rantcd at the last 
session of onr Dominion I'arliiiiueut. 

The fanners of ourdistriet will require the 
earnest attention of tho local member consiiler 
iiiM the scaticrcii condition lu which they are 
placed along our coast, and on this Island. 

.Markets rci|ulre lobe established in all our 
principal cities, facilities for rctllaj,' lo those 
markets, and reasoiiHliie rates bv railwav ami 
steamers should l>o given. .\s the auveriiiuciii 
liavo lo assist In this line. It is ouly reasonable 
to expect that thoy will grant every lacillty in 
their power, and which 1 shall feel it my auiy 
to urge, should I liave tho honor to be eleotca. 

Our Postal system reciiiires invesliRalion. The 
growing' needs of all jiaris of mir district by 
railways and steamers arc mil what we ici|iiirc. 
The iiicnibcr for the dist rii't will be held respon- 
sible in future for at Icntioirtcnnir \ arbius ueeils. 
Coiislileriiij; ou r KeoKiapliical coiidilinii 1 con- 
sider that we will rei|nire best co:...sideriition 
the Iiiiminlnn government can give, by making 
lilieral apiiropriatlons for public huildiugs, ami 
lor improving our coasts and horbors. 

Having been Hyears amongst vou 1 consider 
1 have a practicaf knowledge o) the various 
l aiits of our olatrict. II elected I wilt devote 
my whole time to working lor the be«t Interests 
of nil; to unite and bind logelhcrall classes, and 
cajiital ami labor ill all its branches, ami will 
not commit myself on any great measure 
brougiit before iiarllament, without consulting 
Iho electors nf the district. In conclusion, I ask 
for the support of all who desire the prospeiity 
of our country.

This is a 
signal of distress upon the purl of the 
government, which is suirerinu; from the 
effects of a surplusage of election pro- 
mises and finds it necessary to call a 
conference with the view of attempting 
to reeonoiie its followers to the HaiMilice 
of some of their hojjee. It ia u'enerally 
recognized that the goveriinuuit will be 
forced to modify the educat ion and Irish 
land bills il an autumn session is to be 
averte<i. 

In f(U-eigii jioliticH the topic of the lini- 
ment is the iMan|uis of Salisbury's de- 
chiration in the Houses of Lords yester- 
day evening of the policy of the govern- 
nieiitiu I'lgyiit.

The lines ol the Johannes- 
burg reforiiiers total uj) to ,i;L;i(>,000, 
equal til oue-titih of a year's iiicoiii(> oi 
the .South .Vfriran republic. ft is the 
opinion tlial he will not apply tlie 
money to the relief of taxation, as in 
that event the Uitlanders would got the 
most of it back. 

Col. Phillips and George Karrer, the 
recently released leaders of the .lohan- 
neshurg reform ooinmittee, met witli an 
enthusiastic reception ujion their ar- 
rival at .lohannesburg. Tliey were 
carried on the shoulders of their ad- 
mirers to the stock exchange, wliere 
they received an ovation.

Moreover, for half 
the year Canadian prodiicCj however 
much it may ue preferred to that of the 
United States, can only obtain its exit 
through the hitter's territory or the 
Intercolonial railway at Halifax, iiiid it 
will be a curious kind of preferential 
treatment whicli coiilil briiu; it by the 
latter route.'' Tlii^ Speaker also refers 
to the bypocri.sv of the profossiul readi- 
ness to lavor Canadian trade while ex- 
cludins: ;he store cattle of the Dominion 
as ail exploded excusi?.

THE lUilDUE DISASTER. 

Ttie verdict of the coroner's jury to in- 
quire into the cause of the Point Ellice 
bridge disaster will no doubt be warmly 
and earnestly discussed. The jury had 
an important and a difficult duty toper- 
form. It will have to be admitted that 
Avas not easy for men unaccustomed to 
judicial investigations to find out who 
were respunsible for the disaster and to 
apportion the blame if it were found 
that it was caused by the negligence or 
the failure to perform its duty of either 
the Corporation of the city or the Con- 
solidated Electric Railway Company, or 
of both. I'or very rnneli the same reason 
it is no easy matter to judge whether or 
not the fiiidiiigof the jury is in accorilauce 
with the evidence and just to the parties 
whom it declares to be responsible for 
the disaster. In a matter of such im- 
portance it is not wise to jump at con- 
clusions or to P~pres3 opiidons, it may 
be hastily iormed, on iiiBnilicieiit 
data, too positively, or too emi)haLically . 

A careful study of the verdict will 
convince any person desirous to arrive 
at a fair and an intelligent coiichisinn on 
subject that there is room lor dillerence 
of opinion as to wlieiher or not 
the finding of the jury is war- 
ranted by tlie facts and arguments 
contained in the document itself. As 
there is certain to he farther eniiiiiry 
into the matter, no greater weight is 
likely to Ijc attached to the vcr<lii't of 
the (Mironcr's jury tlian it is from its in- 
trinsic merit fairly entitled to. Ourown 
opinion was, and still is, that the matter 
should bo made the subject of an en- 
quiry by a commission coniiJOHed of per- 
sons accustomed to weigh evidence, mid 
who have a profesaional knowledge of 
the subjects involved in such an en- 
<(uiry. 

Alt':iough it is wise that thoughtful 
smd conscientious persons should be 
slow to form an opinion as to where the 
responsibility for the accident lies, 
there will be no hesitation in con- 
cluding that the public bodies which 
have the care and oversight of works 
which regard for the safety and conveni- 
ence of the jniblic retiuireg should ho 
secure and in good order, should be 
carefully and systematically looked 
after. No chances should be taken with 
regard to such works. They should, ns 
far as human skill, foresight and pru- 
dence can mal;e them, lie ahaoliitcly 
Hide. The imn-e pri>tiinctory disciiarge 
of iluty by otlicials should not bo for a 
jnonieiit tolerated by those in authority. 
Carelessness and neglect, even when 
they uo not jiroduce disastrous conse- 
qnencea, should be regarded as a crime 
—fas making those guilty of them in- 
eligible for public employment. , The'

I'arson'H Hridge was the niueting 
place for tlie elcctm-.s of the district and 
the Liberal-L'onsL'rvative candidates hist 
evening, L'rice Brothers' cosy luill being 
the scoiio.

lion. Dr, Hehliultel) L'anio forward 
amidst great apphiufiO, at the outset of 
his reiiiiirk? t-eCaliing to the meeting 
that it was as a representative of thi.-j 
district that he entered political life 
forty years ueo. He proceeded to deal 
eloquently and feelingly with the school 
question,' deploring that it should be 
used to stir up religious strife iii the 
( iiinniunity, and advising the electors of 
this district to refuse to be oni.Ned up 
with it, furtlier than to sustain the 
government in carryine out the treaty 
made with the minority. As to the 
trade question, speaking to a farmers' 
audience like this one he would deal 
with it from their standpoint, and he 
warned them against the policy 01 ^Ir. 
r.aurier, as emitaiiied in liis recent 
declaration that lie will make the neces- 
saries of life entirely free. He con- 
sidered it his iluly to give this advice to 
the sons and grandsons of his old friends 
who have now gone to their long rest. 
If tliev wanted to see tlieir farms revert 
hack to the state in which their fore- 
fathers foiiml them, then they should 
vote for a free trade government. 

A Voice — "There would be nothing 
hut sou p liitcliens again, with Mr. Lau- 
rier." ( Hear, hear. ) 

Hon. Dr. Helnicken continned to show 
the useful eilucation with which the 
Iloniiiiion government are concerned, 
not eilucation about the next life, but to 
show liowa living can best be made in this 
world. This is being attended to by the 
government by means of experimental 
farms and dairy stationsand iiistrnctorH. 
In conclusion he i-ead .Mr. Lanrier's 
latest free trade declaration " a second 
and third time," and the Doctor's recom- 
mendation to vote against this and in 
hivor of Earle and Prior was thereupon 
heartily adopted by the applause of liis 
audience. 

Col. Prior was the next speaker. lie 

0|iened his address with a coini limen- 
lary reference to the beautiful and com- 
fortable way in whi(di .Mr. and Mrs. 
Price had li.\eil np tin: room tor this 
meeting. (.Vpiilausc.) Ilelore dealing 
with other iiiatlers, he wished to refer 
to what has been called by his opponents 
the " gerrymander bill." This bill, he 
exiilained, was intended sim |)ly to jiro- 
viile addilional polling places, one at 
Parson's liridge, lor instance, \vlieii 
under the law there should have been 
one, and where there would have been a 
polling station for this election, but for 
the action of the opposition in Victoria 
in telegraphing to Mr. Joseph Martin, 
of Winnipeg, to block the bill in the 
House of (Joinnions-. The hill was killed 
in that way, lor no leu'itimate reason, 
but, as. Mr. l'eiii|ih'iiian had the efl'ron- 
tery to say the oilier night, '"on general 
principles." This was sonielhiiiL' for 
the elector.s of this clistrict to reliieinber 
when on the •J/ird of ,luiie they have to 
lose t he gri^ater jiart of t hi? day making 
the journey to and from \'ie,loria city 
to east their ballots. 1 1 lear, hear. } He 
wisheil to say a few words also about 
the liritish Pacilic railway, .Mr. Temple- 
man having tlunigbt lit to declare that 
bis (Col. Prior's) statement in this con- 
nection to the Board of Trade was ' ' a 
deliberate lie," and to advertise that as- 
sert ion in the Times. He showed con- 
clusively that he and Mr. Earle have 
from the first done their very best to 
advance the cause of the British Pacilic, 
they having been cliarter nieinbers of 
the coinpaiiy and having at this day as 
great an interest in tjie conipany us 
even Mr. Hithet hiiiisell. He poiiiteil 
out that not until this year were the 
c mijiany in a position to ask for a Do- 
iniiuoii subsidy, ami that when aijplica- 
tion was made the JJominioii govern- 
ment n spoiided with a grant of $;!,'2(H) 
a mill! for a hundred miles of rail- 
way on the island to form jiart 
of the British Pacilic and K. AN. rail- 
ways, and also 4^3,200 a mile for the first 
tiventy-flve miles from Bute Inlet. That 
that grant was not passed by the House 
ol Gomnioim was due simply to the oppo- 
sition, who refused to nllowa single mon- 
ey vote to go ihioiigh, and by the delay 
tnat this would cause, before the sulisidy 
c mid he broiiL'ht forward at next ees- 
sion, Victoria would sull'er to the ex- 
tent I hat she might have henelited by 
the ex|HMMiiliire of the money. (Hear, 
hear.) Me next dealt with general jjub- 
lic uHaii-H, slating ilie vai ions enli r- 
prises being promoted by the govern- 
ment ill accoiilance with tlieir progies- 
sive poliev. He showetl the commercial 
and patriotic iidvanlages of preferential 
tniiiu between the Hiitisli colonies 
and the Empire, 11 prominent fea- 
ture of tne Liberal - Conserva- 
tive' policy; and after :.4wellingj 



briefly upon the now danger menacing 
this country in the shape of .lapaiicse 
competition, and the greater necessity 
theieliy created for a jirotective tariff, 
he asked for a solid vote for himself ami 
Mr. Earle on the liiird of June. 

M V. Tliiiiiiua Karle then took the phit- 
foriu amidst applause. He promised 
only a brief address since thetirsttwo 
siieakera had very , well covered the 
ground with respect to the trade pdliby 
—the real issue of this contest. Jie 
appeared as in 1891 as an out-and-out 
supporter of the Natioii'd Policy of pro- 
tiH:'ioi), advocated by the Liheral-Coii- 
s u'vative party from one end of the 
Dominion to the other. The iiolicy of 
Mr. Laurier, whatever .Mr. Templemaii 
and Dr. iMilne may say to the con- 
trary jiu the fanning districts of this 
constituency, is free traile ]nire and 
simple; iuid it is between these two 
policies that the electors must choose. 
He dealt with the liritish Pacilic matter, 
showing how foolish it is for their op- 
ponents to saj' that Col. Prior and be, 
who are directors of the company, have 
not done their best to advance its in- 
terests, when those interests are their 
own, not only as directors but as owners 
of property in Victoria, He forcibly 
l)reseiited the main points of the policy 
of the government, and asked all those 
who ajjpi-oved of that line of policy to 
turn out ami vote for Col. Prior and 
liiinself. (.Vpplause.) 

.Mr. H. 1). Helnicken, M.P.P., i-ose in 
response to calls for " Hari-y." He ex- 
l>ressed the pleasure he felt in being 
amongst his iieiglihns of I'arson'H 
Bridgi! at a splendid meeting of this 
character; and this brought to his 
mind the meeting at .Metcliosin which 
he had attended last night, having 
iniiny friends among the people then! 
and being interested in their alY.iirs. 
He saw with regret thatover the re].ort 
of that thoroughly representative meet- 
ing of electors of ftletchosin district, the 
Times had jilaced the very od'ensive and 
uncalleil-for heading of " Hack Loads of 
Heelers "—a lieadiiig for which there 
was no juslilieation whatevei . In the iirst 
Iilace, not a " hack " at all went from 
the city to Metcliosin, and in the next 
the term " heelers " was not applicable 
to any of the few gcnllenien iroin the 
city who, having friends in .Metcliosin, 
had driven down to the meeting there. 
He also dealt With the uddresa 
made by Mr. Martin at that mefiting, 
showing hosv incoiisisteut it is for a 
member of the legal profession, such as 
.Mr. .Martin is, to go abont advocating 
the cause of a free trade policy, when 
hie own profession is possibly tlie most 
highly protected in the world. He 
thought, however, that the hirmer.s 
whom Air. Martin liad itdaressed had 
been able themselves to see that what 
that gentleman argued for before them 
would not he to tlieir interest. He next 
dealt brielly with the chief jioints of the 
Liberal-Conservative jiolicy, purticular- 
ly preferciilial trade ; ami feeling tliiit 
that is the best |)olicy for the Uominion, 
he iisked his farmer friends to give 11 
solid vole for their old representatives. 
Col. Prior and Mr. Earle, on the 23rd of 
.liine. (Applause.) 

Col. Prior requested anyone havimr a 
question to ask, to put it now, to Mr. 
JOarle or liiinself; bat no questions -were 
forthcoming. Then he invited any per- 
son who wished to address the meeting 
in the interest of the opposition candi- 
dates to take the platform ; but to this 
also there was no response. A vote of 
thanks to the chairman was heartili' ac- 
corded, and a meeting so unanimous 
that not one discordant note had been 
heard came to a close soon after eleven 
o'clock.
